EAST OR SIAD MESSAGE.

ADDRESS TO OAU LIBERATION COMMITTEE OCT 15 (REF B). AS REPORTED 
REF B, I HAVE TOLD FONMIN THAT U.S. FORCES ARE NOT INVOLVED 
IN ME HOSTILITIES. I WILL RE-EMPHASIZE THIS POINT WITH FONMIN 
AND SIAD AT APPROPRIATE OPPORTUNITY DURING ANNIVERSARY CELE- 
BRATIONS THIS WEEKEND. 
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
